Epidemic of Automobile Thefts 


The present epidemic of automobile 
thefts in Edmonion will not be reduced 
until all such cases are brought under 
the jurisdiction of police courts no mat- 
ter what the age of the offenders may be. 

Such thefts were 223 in 1948, 359 in 
1949 and 725 in 1950 when vehicles to the 

value of $1,500,000 were stolen 

At present the juvenile court has no 
jurisdiction over cases involving a charg 
of car theft although it has jurisdiction 
over the lesser charge of taking a car 
without the owner's consent, 


The major charge carries a minimum 
penalty of one year’s imprisonment. 

The obvious way to cope with juvenile 
car theft is to lay the major charge. 
Where this is not feasible, the law should 
be amended to bring the lesser charge 
within the scope of police magistrates. 

Only stiff jail sentences will stop this 
incre asingly serious outbreak of crime 

It is no kindness to juvenile delin- 
quents to coddle them into thinking that 
every time they steal a car they will be 
dismissed with a slap on the wrist. 

That is the way criminals are made
